When the Hotel de Ville was plandered on Mon- 
day, the women, who were the fir{t to force it open, 
found means, in the courfe of the fhore time they 
were there, to plunder the Treafury cheit of 200,000 
livees—halt of which, being in bills, were afterwards 
recovered; the reit_ was divided among the plun- 
derers, 

This forcible entrance was fortunately made fo 
early in the morning, that none of the Magittrates 
were aflembied ; thiey might otherwile have probably 
been conducted to the gallows, which had been e- 
reéted very early in the morning, to be ready on any 
occafion. 3 

Though the National Guard was aflembled before 
gh: Manalion Houfe in great numbers at the time it 
avas forced, they did hot offerto make the leat re- 
fijtance eo.the womea,y bat fuffered theni to plunder, 
while diey looked on as unconcerned ipectators. 

" Befidesthis money, it was here the women furnifh- 
ed themfelves. with the fire-arms and weapons, with 
which they afterwards marched to Verfailles,

Tt was then he learnt what had paffid at Paris i» 
the morning, as well as the marching of the troops 
towards Veriailles. 

This news {truck fuch a panic on the King’s mind, 
that he fent word in the evening to the Nauonal AG 
fembly, * That he accepted the articles of the new 
form of Conttitution, as well as the Bill of Rights, in 
the pure and fimple ftate in Which they were prelent- 
ed to him.” var’ 

The maffacre between the troops at Verfailles would 
have beeA much more terrible, had it not been for’ his 
Majetty’s orders. As foon as he heard thatthe troops 
had fired on eaeh others, bedent a meilages praymg, 
that they would defift, which had ws effec i fome 
time; but as we have before obférved, in the dead of 
the night, a pircy-of the troops and mob forced their 
way iato the Palace, to the anticghdmber of'the Qyeen’s 
aparement. ‘The noife was { duddeny' that her Maje- 
ity ran trembliag to the King’s «apartment with only 
her fhift on, The Cabiter Minifters; who flept jn,the 
Palace, were not lef$ alariged’ at the found ef the 
clinking of arms. The Garées du Corps at length 
forced the mob out of the Pakce. 

On Tueltay, a few of the Regiment of the King’s 
Body Guard were taken prifiners, and immediately 
executed by the mob in the outer coart of the Pa- 
lace, called /4 Cour des Minifres. Thoié within the’ 
Palace faved themfelves partly by the interceffion of 
the Marquis de la Fayette, bit mére by the requett 
of the King, who appeared in the balcony of the 
Palacé, and begged their forgivenefs as a farour. 
The people could not refit me petition of their king ; 
and foon after, a great part of the regiment appeared 
at the windows themfelves, with the cockades of the 
National Guards in their caps. The people now ap- 
plauded them greatly from without, aad they were 
invited, by the Marquis de la Fayette, to come down 
é and take the sitinal oath as the feal of their pardon, 
which they did, ' 

The mob then infilted ta fee her Majelty, who 
appeared at the windows with the Darphin in her 
arms, and M. Necker by her fide: She was much 
applaudeds : 

The King and Royal Family entered Paris in great 
ftate. The proceilion, if it’ may be fa called, latted 
for feveral hours,—the rabble, women, and part of 
the foldiery, preceding the King, twoor three hours 
before his arrival, The Roya! Family’s carriages 
were furrounded by feveral hundred troops ; and, on 
entering Paris, the Mayor congratulated the King on 
his arrival among them ;—to ‘which his Majefty re- 
plied, “ It is alwavs with pleafure and congdence, I 
ice myfelf furrounded by the good inhabitants of my 
city of Paris.” 

On being arrived at the Hotel de Ville, the Mayor 
repeated his Majefty’s words to the.Magiftrates, but 
forgot to mention the words “ with confidence,” ow 
which the King reminded hing of them...The Mayor 
then pe nearly obferved,-“ Gentlemen, You are 
far more happy in hearing thofe words from his Ma- 
jelty’s own lips, than you could be in, jay,répetition 
of them.” ; nee 

Monday evening, nineteen perfons were interred 
at the Church of Notre Dame, who fell vidims to the 
tumult the day before, viz. feven = -Garder du 
Corps, fix Gardes Navionales, one woman, and five 
citizens of different ranks. ; 

All the Gardes du Corps would have been cut in 
pieces, but that a body of women placed themfelves 
between them and the cannon, 

This fury of the women was the prefervation of 
the Life Guards; againft whom it was directed. 

For juft at that moment, the Parifian Militia had 
drawn up their artillery, loaded'with grape*ihot, and 
pointed # againit their enemies. _ } 

And jult as they were preparing to fire, the women 
rufhed between, {0 that the Militia could not fire with- 
out killing them. ea 

This faved the Life Guards ; for had the fire with 
grape Oace begun, it would have been almott morally 
impoflible that any one of thefe gallant teliows fhould 
cfcape death.

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AUSTRIAN NETHERLANDS. 

Our correlpondent at Braffels prepares us for in- 
iclligence of the mott awful nature in a few days.— 
The laft edict Of the Emperor, which enjoined all 
thofe who had emigrated to return in‘fifteen days, un- 
der the pains of banrihment and confifcation, and de- 
noancing the penalty of death againft all who thould 
intligate or abet them, has produced no effe&t. The 
number of patriots ailembled on: the ‘frontiers of 
Liege, and of Dutch Brabant, are: reported}: by the 
moit moderate accounts, to be 20j0003 and after af. 
fecting fo long to difperfe them, the Imperial Mini- 
{ters have at length given a fignal proof that con- 
tempt is not the precife emotion that gnide’ them 
molt powerfully. General Schreid,.an officer of great 
reputation, marched out of Bruffels on: the morning 
of the gth, at the head of a body of 9000 men, with 
{rx pieces of cannon; towards the Liege’ frontier, 
where he is to be joined by detachments from the o- 
ther garrifons. ‘That.the object-of this maréh was an 
scgetnended eruption of the exiled Brabancons,-is ob- 
vious; an action with fo numerous a body, guided by 
indigence, and inflamed by defpair, will doubrlels be 
bloody, and the iflue may perhaps be dubious. 

Dalton, a foldier of forene, who knows no coun- 
try but a camp, and recognizes no law but his fword, 
will, it is believed, in the event of a revolt at Bruffels, 
not hefitate to lay that city in afhes,. and one Auttrian 
Princefs may, perhaps, be anmufed with f{cenes in the 
capital of the Netherlands, of which another was de- 
frauded in Paris. 

The motions of the Praffian army,—the numbers 
of Dutch troops ordered to the frontiers of Brabant, 
and the naval armament of Holland, ftill continue to 
give rife to the moft various conjeétures. A very ge- 
neral Oginion prevails, that the object of the Datch 
army, 1s the recovery of the barrier towns which the 
Emperor feized in 1782. By that ufurpation, which 
they fay was an infra¢tion of the Barrier Treaty of 
1709, from which the Houfe of Auftria derived their 
proms right to the Netherlands, the Emperor for- 

eited de jure the fovereignty of thefe provinces. 

Should the allied powers, undes the fanction of this 
principle, avail themfelves of the embarraflment of 
the Emperor, and the temporary palfy of the Frénch 
power, and incorporate Brabant aw | Flandets With 
Holland, fuch an aceeflion would give the triple. al- 
liance the moit decided afcendant in the politics of 
Europe. 

The report, apparently fabricated in England, of a 
demand made by the King of Pruffia on the States of 
Holland for thirty millions, has been.contradifed in 
the moft folemn and authoritative’ manner, in. the 
name of the Court of Berlin, and‘is fuppofed by fome 
to have originated with fome partizans ,of the -houfe 
of Auftria, who, to intimidate and difpirit the. Bra- 
bancons, forged this mifunderitanding between the 
allied powers from whom they expected aids. : 

Other reports fay, that the naval armament of Hol- 


























land is dettined to the afliftance of Sweden,and the 
reftoration of the equilibrium on the Baltics and 








fomé do not hefitate to affert, that the three allied 
powers have conceived the profligate defign of at- 
tacking France in her prefent expoied and valnerable 
ftare !

KING OF SPAIN’s ENTRY INTO MADRID. 
From the time of his Catholic Majefty’s acceflion 
to the throne, his public entry into the capital of his 
dominions had been deferred till the happy delivery 


‘of the Queen. This grand ceremony took place on 


Ihe a1{t of September, in the afternoon, and was ce- 
tebrated with all pothble magnificence. 

The King, accompanied by the Queen, and. the 
Royal Family, received the cuftomary oaths of the 
different Deputies of the nation. On this occafion 
his Majefty made a grand promotion among the offi- 
cers of his army and of his marine. 

The iquadron which raifed fo many conjectures in 
its Mediterranean cruize, and which is lately return- 
ed to Carthagena, has received orders to take in four 
months provifions ; it is to be under the command of 
M. de Solano, but its deltination is unknown.

The return to town of the Lord Chancellor was 
fudden, and full three wecks fooner than the bnfinefs 
of the Court of Chancery actually required. ‘To ac- 
count for this, itis faid, that the affairs of France 
have lately become the fubject of ferious deliberation 
in the Cabinet 3 and. that his Lordihip received a {pe- 
cial fummons to give his attendance thereon. How 
far it may be prudent or politic for this country fing- 
ly to interfere in their civil broils, we will not at- 
tempt-to fay; but the tranfactions in France certainly 
fesm to be verging to that crifis, which may ren- 
der them a genéral concern to the Potentates of 
Europe. 

Anothér Council is fummoned.to meet this day af- 

ter the Levee at St James’s, whén, itis faid, the con- 
tideration of the above fubjeét will be refumed. 
It is confidently faid, that an offer has been made to 
Great Britain, in the courfe of the fummer, of one of 
the French and Au(trian provinces, under no other 
{tipulation than that of protectiop, which was per- 
emptorily refufed on-our part. 

Pie Magiltrates of Paris, who are perfectly under 
the directions of the mob, have not oblerved lefs cai- 
tion in making the King and Queen clofe prifoners ; 
for it is underitood, that his Majefty will not be per- 
mitted without the gardens of the Thuilleries, until 
he has given his Foaion to the whole of the new 
Conftitation,; as well as whatever elfe the people are 
difpofed to make him fign, He will not even have 
the privilege of his meaneft fubjects, and no perfon 
is to have accefs to him, but fuch as the Magiltracy 
approve. The palace is pow converted into a Baltile 
for the Socereiga. - ; 

The King has been even deprived of his ordinary 
attendants. among the noblemen of his Court; feve- 
ral having been refufed a lodging in the palace—the 
attendants of the Queen are likewife reduced to a 
fmaller number than ufual. The people are fo fear- 
ful of a furprife, that the palace has every appearance 
of a citadel ; a very numerous guard of the burghers 
do regular duty every two hours. More than 400 
cannon are placed about the avenues of the Royal re- 
fidence, though rather after the manner of a fiege, 
a for defence, thé guns being pointed towards the 
palace. 


removing faft to town, as no more bufinefs is to be 
done at Verfailles ; preparations are making for their 
reception at the Louvre, within the Garden of the 
Thuilleries. They are not without great anxiety at 
his Maijcity’s being committed to the protection of 
the Parifians.

The idea of the Poiffonniarde-Phalaux (the fifh-wo- 
men of Paris) being compofed chiefly af men, fo ha- 
bited, is a bug-bear notion. What motive could there 
be for difguife, when every clals of the people are e- 
qually prompt to outrage ? 

While Commodore Gardner commanded at Ja- 
maica—a Spanifh frigate did not falute with beco- 
ming refpect :—-fhe was compelled in the end :—but 
fuon after a Spanifh Fort, at one of .the Ilands, 
‘required a like mark of attention from an Englifh 

floop of war—and a fhot or two was fired in coule- 
quence! ‘ 

The Eleétor of Saxony, perhaps for the purpofe of 
difplaying the power of his arms to his own’ people, 
has drawn out an army of 50,000 ftrong, and makes 
a parade of reviewing them, in different divitions, 
and in different places. . ; 

Mr Sheridan has been quite fequeftered this fum- 
mey, at his pleafant villa at Richmond. The exer- 
‘cife of his incomparable talents promifes fomething 
that muft enrich the literature of this country. 

As a proof of the bleflings attendant on the Excife

Synop or GLasGow AND AYR. 

On Wednefday, the Synod had before them a com 
plaint of Dr Miller, Mr Macquae, and others, agai 
a fentence of the Prefbytery of Ayr, of the xsth 
July lalt, appointing a Cominittee to confider the pa- 
blications of Dr M‘Gill of Ayr, whether they con 
tained any principles inconfiltent with é4e partly 
dodtrine, and authority of the fandards of this church 5 
which meafure the Prefbytery of Ayr adopted Pe 
{uant to a recommendation of the laft General Alem 
bly. This complaint the Synod, by a great mayer 
ty, difmiffed, and proceeded to confider a reference 
from the Pretbytery of Ayr of their whole prot 
relative to the publications of Dr M‘Gill, andyim pat 
ticular, the report of a Committee of Equity 4? 
pointed by them to report whether any thing bin 
tionable wag contained in faid publications, am 
any were found, what thefe were. 

The minutes of Prefbytery and the report 


of the. . 
Comm ittee having been fully yead, and duly confers, 
~ : aps 
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ed, the Synod did unanimonly agree, th at th Prefe 
bytery of Ayr, at their next mecting, fhould lay up- 
on their table the report of the Committee of Engut- 
ry fer the perafal of Dr M‘Gill for two mgnths, that 
he may give io to the Prefbytery, if he chufes, bis 
anfwers 10 wiiting to faid report, and that the Pre- 
fbytery fhall then proceed in that bufiness according 
to the rules of the church. 

In fupport of the Preibytery of Ayr, it was urged 
with fpirit aod abilicy, that the recommendation ot 
the lait Ad2mbly, cranfnitted to them, called upon 
them to keep one object in their cye—the preletva- 
tion of purity of doérine, and the auhoprity of the 
ftandards of this charch. 3 

The deféaders of the Prefbytery wifhed to im- 
prefs on the minds of the Synod, that the caufe 
brought under their review was of the utmolt im- 
portance and magnitude, and that it involved con- 
fequeaces of the molt public nature. It was alled- 
ged, therefore, if the Prefbytery meant to pay 4 re- 
{peétful attention to the recommendation of the Al- 
fembly, they fhould appoint a Committee of the 
Prefoytery to furniih them with proper evidence, 
whether the purity of doctrine, or the aathority of the 
ftandards, were attacked by the publications of Dr 
M‘Gill, one of their meme! 3? 

After long reafoning on the fubjeét, the Synod u- 
nanimoufly agreed to difmifs the diilent and com- 
plaint sahintt the jadgment of the Prefbyctery of 
Ayr, and agreed to sefume the remaining part of 
the reference at next meeting.—Again{t this fen- 
tence of Synod the complainers proweited to next Al- 


* dembly, 


At the afternoon’s diet, the Synod proceeded to 
confider the diflent and complaint againit the refe- 
rence of the Prefbytery of Ayr of their whole pro- 
ceedings in this caufe, together with the report of 
their Committee, for advict and direction, The réa- 
fons of diflent and complaint, and the anfwers tothele 
reafons, by the defenders of the Prefbytery’s conduct 
in this matter, were read. 

‘The complainers and defenders being heard on this 
fubject, the Synod, after long reafoning, agreed to 
wave the diffent and complaint, and proceed to con- 
fider the reference, and the report of the Committee : 
After which the report was. read, containing extratts 
from Dr. M‘Gill’s publications, quotations from the 
Word ‘of God, and trom. the ftandards of this Church, 
under the following articles :*r, On-the dodtrine of 
the atonemeic by the faffeiings and death of Jefus 
Chnift: 2, Onthe peifan and charaéter of Jefus Chritt : 
3 On the pricithood and interceffion of Chnifts 4..0n 
the method of reconciliation to ‘G5d_ in the .way_ of 
repentance; and 5. Ou fubfcripiion to the Confelhon 
of Faith, All which articles were read. Then the 
Synod having cunlidered the whole proceedings of 
the Prefbytery in this affair, anc’ aftcr deliberaring 
upon the reporc of the Commuttce, they unaninoatly 
agreed that the Prefbytery fhould lay the above-re- 
port of the Committee on their table at their next 
meeting for the ufe of Dr. M*Gill, who is co give in 
what he may have to fay in aufwer in writing in two 
months, and the Prelbytery afterwards to proceed in 
this bufinefs according to the rules of the Church.
